MAYOR SCALES JESIGKS JOB 


Oklahoma City, Oct. IT.—After three 
and one-half years of energetic and 
active service as mayor of the city 
during the period of its greatest in­ 
dustrial. 
financial 
and 
commercial 
growth, Henry Al. Scales will present 
his resignation, effective immediate­ 
ly, at Tuesday morning’s session of 
the common council. 
Dan V. Lackey, president of the 
city council, will b<- acting mayor 
as result of Mr. Scales' resignation. 
It is understood that the mayor’s 
intention was discussed with but a 
few close friends and that the de­ 
cision for definite action was reached 
(Monday afternoon. The reasons for 
the mayor's action are plainly in­ 
dicated in his letter of resignation 
to be 'presented this morning and 
which will read as follows: 
“To the Honorable Common Council: 
“Owing to a press of personal bus­ 
iness. which renders it impossible for 
me to further adm inister the affairs 
of the city as its mayor with the con­ 
stant watchfulness required by our 
rapid growth as a municipality and 
its constantly changing needs, I here­ 
by tender to this council, as repre­ 
senting the citizenship of Oklahoma 
City, my resignation. 
“For the past three and one-half 
years I have devoted my entire time 
and talent to conducting the affairs 
of the city in this exacting office 
during which my private business 
has been subordinated. I now find 
that it is imperative that I devote 
all of my time to my private affairs. 
"This change in executives is one 
that I cannot delay in any event and 
I regard it as fortunate that the af­ 
fairs of the municipality are now in 
good shape and the change at this 
time will not, in my judgment, be 
appreciable. The members of the hon­ 
orable city council have been induct­ 
ed in the routine of their offices and 
all of the committees, I am sure, 
are well acquainted with their re- 


[ apective duties. The affairs of the 
city will go forward in the future 
as in the past with dispatch and af­ 
fich BCV. 
* 
— 
‘While this resignation must be 
regarded as immediately effective, I 
shall nevertheless render any assist­ 
ance in my power, without further 
compensation, 
to 
my successor 
in 
turning over the affairs of my office 
and in closing up such matters as 
will require either my advice or at­ 
tention. 
Respectfully. 
“HENRY AK SCALES.” 
Beyond the language of the above 
I letter the mayor would not go on dis- 
j cussing the m atter. He did emphasize 
the fact, however, that his action 
m ust be considered as final although 
he would ‘freely give the necessary 
time to the proper turning over of 
his affairs to his successor. It has 
been well known that the mayor has 
been largely interested in private af­ 
fairs 
which 
have been 
necessarily 
ignored during Air. Scales’ tenure. 
His term of office would have expired 
in April. 1911.

Not a word had they heard. 
All five ships had sent out the 
pre-arranged call ”W” at frequent 
intervals, but no word out of the 
silence had come back to any of 
them. They had followed the regular 
west-bound 
lane for 
trans-Atlantic 
travel ,and, taking into the reck­ 
o n s gtheir distance from each other, 
the wireless zone covered an area 
which they thought should have in­ 
cluded Wellman if he was able to 
reply. 
Just before the America drifted out 
of touch with the world, her wire­ 
less operator warned the station here 
that “juice was precious.” The gaso­ 
line motors were not then running 
and he was depending for his sending 
spark on the reserve supply in the 
storage batteries. If the America was 
still running before the wind with 
power shut 
off, 
it 
was 
therefore 
thought here today that she might be 
husbanding her strength for a crucial 
need, unwilling to expend it in gos­

WITH THE G in COUNCILMEN 


The city council met last night in 
regular session 
with Mayor Little 
presiding and seven councilmen pres­ 
ent. 
Reading of the minutes of the prev­ 
ious meeting and a few other prelim­ 
inaries, tile matter of tapping on to 
the water mains was discussed from 
every point of view—and in even 
phase. It was finally agreed that while 
two or more parties should be allow­ 
ed by mutual agreement to bear the 
expense of making one tap and con­ 
necting to the same, there should 
be a limit to the number, and in or­ 
der to avoid complications likely to 
arise causing a loss to the city, it 
was further agreed that every per­ 
son who desires to connect with a 
water line or pvpc whatsoever should 
be required to take a permit. 
The occupation tax ordinance which 
had been presented and read the first 
time several weeks previously was 
passed to the final reading. This or­ 
dinance which was ultimately defeat­ 
ed consumed the greater part of three 
•hours of the council’s rime in its con­ 
sideration before it was finally dis­ 
posed of. 
There was good argument both for 
and against its adoption. Those who 
favored the ordiance held that while 
it was a tax in one sense of the word 
it was one for a much needed rev­ 
enue where there is no other way 
in which it could be raised by the 
city, ainee no additional tax levy con 
be made. 
The opposing members contended 
that the principle of an occupation 
tax wrong, unjust and “mala in se” 
so to speak. Councilman Hope fail­ 
ed to find any justice in requiring a 
man to pay for the privilege of mak­ 
ing a living after he had already 
been taxed to the limit on every th ng 
in his possession, or, since the or­ 
dinance under consideration called 
for the 
payment 
of 
a ^Stipulated 
amount for each business irrespec­ 


t i v e of the amount of capital invest­ 
ed, sales made, or revenue derived, 
why the merchant who sold only four 
or five thousand dollars worth of 
goods per year should be required to 
pay as much occupation tax as the 
one whose sales would amount to fifty 
or a hundred thousand within the 
same period of time. 
This was answered by the advo­ 
cates of the ordinance with the fact 
that it cost the city just as much to 
light the street, and police the town 
and maintain a fire department for 
the protection of the small merchant 
as it does for the large one. 
Weaver went on record as opposing 
an occupation tax for local merchants 
business men or traders, but would 
have every fakir, carnival company, 
peddlers who could not be classed as 
local business men and who gener­ 
ally fleece the people by selling them 
something they don’t want, these he 
would tax to the uttermost. 
Grigsby offered an amendment to 
the ordinance which would have plac­ 
ed the tax on a graduated scale and 
every business man would have paid 
In proportion to his estimated sales. 
This was found objectionable because 
it would have the appearance of tax­ 
ing a man twice on the same proper­ 
ty-—and besides a man could estimate 
his sales to be any amount great or 
small and after all the law would 
simply test a man’s honesty and liber­ 
ality instead of his ability to pay. 
The amendment suffered deft at and 
the original bill was considered sec­ 
tion by section and lost by a vote of 
four to three. 
Tile water situation was then con­ 
sidered. In face of an imminent wa­ 
ter famine it was decided to reno­ 
vate the old city well. This was left 
to a committee which will report next 
Thursday. 
The m atter of having the street 
numbers placed on the streets right 
away was left to a committee to sen 
if the city would have sufficient funds 
available after the bridges are re­ 
paired. 
The council then adjourned to meet 
again Thursday.
